alists. While the president’s plan is not 
disclosed iii any detail, it is said to be 
based on tile confident belief that tile 
Constitutionalist forces will soon lie 
successful and that General Carranza 
will set up a government in Mexico 
City. 
According to the talk among those 
who seem to have some knowledge of 
what is in contemplation, I he United 
Status government will tender Its serv­ 
ices to General Carranza for the pur­ 
pose of aiding him in bringing about a 
condition of complete law and order 
throughout Mexican territory.

Washington, May 20.—Former Pres­ 
ident Charles S. Mellen of the New 
Haven railroad, resumed his rem arka­ 
ble recital of the flnancl.il history of 
that system before the interstate com­ 
merce commission 
Mr Mellen sought to lay full respon­ 
sibility of the so-ca ie! Westchester 
deal, in which more than $11,000,000 
of the New Haven’s money was ex­ 
pended, upon the late J. P. Morgan 
and William Rockefeller, but chiefly 
upon the former. 
Mr. Mellen asserted 
that he wa* opposed to this transac­ 
tion from the beginning: that he fear­ 
ed it spelled destruction for the New 
Haven and that reputations would be 
blasted as the result of It. 
Mr. Mellen drew a picture of the tate 
J. P. Morgan as the dominant figure in 
the Now Haven system, the man at 
whose'word the other directors bowed 
their heads without question. 
Mr. 
Mellen himself acknowledged that he 
was “awed” by Mr. Morgan; that his 
was a case of “cowardice” if the com­ 
mission desired to interpret it that 
way. 
But Mr. Mellen’s feeling toward 
Mr. Morgan was just the same, he con­ 
tended. as that which prompted all 
other members of the board to accept 
the great financier’s judgment. 
Mr. Mellen unfolded an Intensely in­ 
teresting story of his relations with 
Mr. Morgan, of interviews he had had 
with President Roosevelt in regard to 
the acquiring of the Boston and Maine 
stock by the New Haven, of contracts 
let to the firm in New York city of 
which Charles F. Murphy’s brother is 
a member, of his efforts to use the 
name of the late E. H. Harriman as a 
bogey to frighten New' England into 
Acquiescence 
to 
the 
trail ^portal ion 
merger, and of other features in hic 
notable career as executive of one of 
the great railroad systems of the coun­ 
try 
It was with keen pride in his own 
ability as a prophet that Mr. Mellen 
turned back to his letter flies and pro­ 
duced a communication written as far 
back as 1909. in whi< h Jo* declared that 
he was “sick and disgusted” with the 
W estchester transaction; that nothing 
birt trouble and loss would come from 
-it; 
that many reputations “will be 
damaged" and probably in th*1 end he 
would be ti;** gnat, 


Mellen Read the Future. 
Another written document produced 
by Mr. Mellen was cited in support of 
bis ability to read the future, 
Back 
in *907, ten (lays after th*' board of 
directors had unanimously accented a 
report approving of the acquiring of 
the Westchester at a cost of more than 
ll 1,000,000, Mr, Mellen wrote certain 
words on the hack of the New Ha­ 
ven’s minutes recording th:- vote. The 
vol*' wa.-- itt approval of the action of 
Mr. Morgan, Mr Rockefeller. Georg* 
M. Miller and Mr Mellen, in purchas­ 
ing the Westchester lines, but 
Mr j 
Mellen was dissatisfied because he 
could not obtain the details in recard ! 
to the $] I ,oop,00o expenditure. 
He 
therefore wrote the following across! 
th*- back of the record: 
“The trouble with this Is that there 
is nothing to show who got the money , 
for the t ruck turned over. 
I do not 
tike the looks of it and I do not see 
■wbj the whole matter could not be 
made plain. 
If I had the stock and 
sold st I should expect others would 
Mate why they bought of me. but that 
does nr i seem to have been the dis­ 
position here. 
I never have k n o w n 
the first thing about whom originally 
held the stocks or what they were 
sold for, and no one has thought that I 
was entitled to know. 
Perhaps I am

I would 1***1 better lf there w*-re 
at least a disposition to let me know ■ 
something more than appears in the 
record - -C. S. Mellen, 11 9 07." 
Mr. Mellen told the members of the 
commission that be had att* mpted to 
remonstrate with Mr. Morgan in re­ 
gard to the “unsatisfactory character” . 
of the Westchester report, but ho had 
been rebuffed in a most humiliating 
way. 
Other directors had come to him 
with complaints, one with the ex-, 
clam ation: 
“Holy Caesar! what have , 
you been doing with $11,000,000?” 
Mr Mellen offered to appoint each 
of these directors a committee of one 
to seek further light from Mr. Morgan, 
but they "ducked" as fast as he made 
the proposal. 
“ In oilier words,” said the pictu- 
fcsque Mr. Mellen, “they were willing 
to haw* mc hark my shins, but didn’t 
want to bark their own.”
